The Legal Tender Decision. 
In the Suprems Court Attorney General 


Hoar haa made a brief argument to. show 
why tbeX*gal Tender decision should be 
re-opeaed. He was not insensible to the 
great .weight of the judiciary,ita public 
r*a*M*ien and ita churns to the confidence 
of the oaa-nrry, but a .more important de- 
cision in ita cemsequences, both public and 
private, was never before pronounced. The 


^etotateoA which it waa baled waa passed 


by »Urg» majority in Congress, approved 
by the Pwrident, having aU the farm, of 
law. Attention had been called in both 
HOBM* toita constitutionality. There was 
thiJ weight of a«thority to begin with,and 
toadee A waa a law substantially acquies- 
ced in by the people for nearly eight years, 
cad on which milliou upon millions of 
dollar, of ooBtraete had, been settled.

Such cases of recon- 
sideration aro by no morns without exam- 
ple. 
In the ease of McCullooh vs. the 


State of Maryland, the Court, after the 
opinion was pronounced, allowed the 
whole question to be reopened and re- 
argued. It seemed to him it Would be 
better for all parties concerned, if the 
opinion in the Legal Tender cftse could 
be changed. Mr. James M. Carlisle re- 
plied, saying that the Attorney General 
had analyzed and disparagingly critioised 
the Court, because, as he had remarked, 
the question was decided by the vote of a 
single Judge. 
However that might be/ 


it was the judgment ot the Court which 
had been pronounced in that case. 
What 


was now to become of the highest judicial 
tribunal in the land if its opinona were to 
be threatened and arraigned because of the 
small majority, it 'was •nevertheless the 
opinon of the Court, What had they to 
do with the previous actions of the Court ? 
He then referred to the fact that the case 
of Hoffman and Griswold, one of the bank 
cases involving tve principles applicable 
to another party, had been postponed 
from one term to another for the purpose 
ofargnemnt, of showing that they had" 
all been carefully and elaborately consid- 
ered.

litical Matters. 


A correspondent of the New York Tri- 
tTM recently had a protracted interview 


with Hon. Jamoa I* Orr, ex-Governcr of 
South Carolina, and formerly Speaker of 
the United States House of Representa- 
tives. He found him at his mansion- 
louee in Anderson, South Carolina, with 
lat and coat off, calling up and feeding 
ngs, poultry, cats, dogs and goats in the 
most domestic style imaginable. He ex- 
tended to the inquisitive scribe that cor- 
lial old time hospitality which character- 
ized the homo life of the Southern planter 
before the war. 
Time has made but little I 


change in the appearance of the ex-Speaker,! 
and he possesses the same rotund physique, 
erect pose, elastic step and ruddy complex- 
ion as of old. Daring the interview Mr. 
3rr expressed the opinion that Grant's 
election prevented bloodshed in the South- 
ern States, but added that the blunders of 
the- Republican party, already made, would 
overwhelm them. 'High taxes, the conse- 
quent stringency of the finances, and offi- 
cial corruption, is the rock upon which 
the Republican party will be wrecked. 
From the debris, however, he thinks an- 
other party will arise, composed of the 
progressive men of the country, wh'ose 
leaders will be real statesmen and econo- 
mists andl^snder their administration the 
Union will advance in true greatness and 
solid prosperity. Regarding the Fifteenth 
Amendment, he is of opinion that white 
men in a few years will be the strongest 
friends of the policy which this measure 
establishes, for it will give strength to the 
South. Mr. 'Orr is no advocate of antago- 
nism to the colored voters either; they 
are in a minority, and must be conciliated 
and worked wrth_ To tlna complexion 
South Carolina 'must come; and, if the 
Stale is to have, any decent government, 
her best citizens must enter the field of 
political legislation and lead the emanci- 
pated blacks, who will trust them when 
they see that they are in earnest in profess- 
ing to labor for the common weal. This 
and much else was the 'result of a three 
hours "talk," the interviewer leaving with 
the impression' that, in the hands of such 
statesmen as ex-Governor Orr, the future 
of the South is perfectly safe.
